body to kneel and pray.

of cie fell/ on the ship's decks and 
there was nineteen feet of water in 
the hold last Sunday. 


The crew, they said, were unable 


to sleep in the forecastle after the 
collision . Several of the passengers 
had narrow escapes. 


Stevens continued:

ians on board were seized with panic, 
grabbed their bags and jumped into 
the boats.

THE MEN WHO SLAY THEIR , 


. 
FELLOWS. 
'\ • ' 


When, within a little more than'an 


hour, in a New York state prison1, 
seven convicted murderers, one 'after 
another, were put to death, the coun- 
try shuddered. The execution of one 
man, or even 
two, would have at- 


tracted little -attention, but, illogical 
as it undoubtedly was, the public 
could not but feel that in the legal, 
cold-blooded killing of seven a butch- 
ery had taken 'place. 


Yet what is the other side 'of ,the 


case? The statistics gathered "by the 
American 
Prison association 
show 


that in ;'the United States, including 
its dependencies, thirty persons are 
murdered every day. 
In the city of 


New York,.during the month of'July, 
there was a killing every day. Dur- 
ing July.,, last yyear, in the same city, 
there were 119 unlawful homicides. 
In London, which has a population 
more than half again as large as New 
York, there were only nineteen mur- 
ders in July, last year. 
Chicago, in 


1909, had 118 killings, 
as 
against 


twenty .for London, a city over three 
times as large. 
• ; ' • ' 


The cause of. this disparity is not 


that more liquor is consumed in pro- 
portion to population in the cities of 
this country than in London. Govern- 
ment statistics show that the con- 
trary is true. There is only one pos- 
sible explanation. 
In England 
the 


laws 
are enforced as rigidly and 


promptly as possible and without re- 
gard to persons or political "pull." It 
is exceedingly difficult for a man who 
slays another to escape'capture, and 
when caught he is quickly convicted 
and the penalty of his crime is in- 
flicted on him. 
The laxness of law 


enforcement in this country, particu- 
larly upon those guilty of murder, is 
so great and general that it consti- 
tutes a national scandal. 


Public sentiment in ^avor of abol- 


ishing'capital punishment is undoubt- 
edly growing. 
The ghastly ' record 


just made in New York will give it 
new force and volume! 
But unless 


there is a very radical change for ths 
bettor in the enforcement of the law, 
the doing away with the death pen- 
alty will surely swell the country's 
annual murder -record to proportions 
more ^startling than 
it has already 


reached. 


WHAT REFORM COSTS. 


According to a Madison dispatch 


the cost of assessment of the income 
tax 
will be approximately $30,000 


more than was annual paid to the 
supervisors of assessment throughout 
the state under the old order of a£- 
fairs% Here is an example of the cost 
of reform that comes right home to 
the taxpayers. 
The sum of $10,427 


was paid for the expenses of the main 
office and $38,668 for all the district 
offices. 
In other'words it will cost 


some $85,000 to administer the law 
under present conditions where 
it 


cost but 855,000 under the 
former 


system. Here is an example of what 
an experiment costs the state. The 


members of the tax commission mus 
have foreseen this when they told th 
assessors to "go out and get the 
money," when they gave them their 
preliminary instructions last spring 
From all accounts they have done a: 
directed and when the tax is paid 
there will be a howl from all parts of 
the state. 
As one opponent to the 


law states: 


' "The Wisconsin state income tax 


law is a penalty levied upon the fru- 
gal and industrious. It denies, to in- 
dustry its full -reward. When indus- 
try is not rewarded 'industry ceases. 
When the efforts' of men are not re- 
warded by money, self-satisfaction, or 
esteem, effort will cease. 
Any law, 


therefore, which takes from the in- 
dustrious and frugal an unjust por- 
tion of this reward, whether it be 
done directly or indirectly through 
the raising of rent, through the reduc- 
tion of'wages and. salaries, or tends 
to prevent an advance in wages, or 
takes from the farmer an unjust share 
of the profit resulting from' his toil 
and saving, is an injury to prosperity, 
and all such'laws should.be repealed. 


TAKE YOUR TIME.

STATEMENT DENIED 


BY CITY ATTORNEY 


W. H. Dougherty Gives Out State- 


ment Denying That He Sought 


Advice Regarding Auto- 


mobile Ordinance. 


In a statement made today, City At- 


torney William H. Dougherty takes 
exception to the statement published 
In last evening's issue, which stated 
that ho had been advised by the at- 
torney general that the local ordi- 
nances regulating automobile 
traffic 


were in conflict with the state law. 
Mr. Dougherty also emphatically de- 
nies that he _made application to the 
attorney general because of a recent 
fatal accident. The article published 
last evening was taken from a Madi- 
son dispatch. Mr. Dougherty's state- 
ment, made this morning, was as fol- 
lows: 


"The opinion of the attorney gen- 


eral has not been solicited with refer- 
ence to .the automobile traffic as reg- 
ulated by .our city ordinances, 
At 
least no,one in connection with the 
city government has made any such 
inquiry. 
. 
' 


"I have never entertained any seri- 


ous doubt about the validity of these 
laws and the mayor has instructed 
the police 
to make arrests under 


:hem. The state law -provides for a 
maximum speed of fifteen miles in 


ities, but also takes account of the 
lact that there may he conditions de- 
manding a different standard and in 
.his latter field the city is free, to act 
so long as it does not conflict with the 
positive provision of the state law. 


"As I recall the ordinance in ques- 


:ion, it establishes an eight mile dis- 
:rict with .six miles at all intersec- 
:ions .therein. . Its exact provisions 
can be found by consulting the city 
clerk. .This ordinance was introduced 
some months ago during the revision 
and was made with full knowledge of 
:he preesnt state law, and was not 
.nspired by any recent accident, as 
was stated in yesterday's'Milwaukee 
Sentinel." 
In order that the particular pro- 


visions of the ordinance under dis- 
cussion may be understood, the fol- 
owing extract from Chapter C, of the 
revised ordinances of the city, on file 
with the city clerk, has been taken: 


2. No person, under the age ot fif- 


teen years, shall, drive . any automo- 
bile or motorcycle upon any public 
street. 
3. No person shall drive any auto- 


mobile or motorcycle at 
a rate of 


speed exceeding eight miles an hour 
within that part of the'city which is 
bounded as follows: 
On the east by 


;He east line of GarHeld avenue pro- 
duced north to north line of Prospect 
avenue, on the south by the south 
.ines of Court street, Park Place ami 
Pleasant street, on the north by the 
north line of Prospect avenue and 
West Bluff street, and on the west by 
the west line of Washington street. 


4. Drivers of automobiles and mo- 


torcycles shall keep their respective 
vehicles on the' right hand side of the 
roadway ot every street, upon which 
they may run the same; and when 
any such driver shall intend to turn 
a street corner with his vehicle, he 
shall reasonably slacken the speed to 
the same so that it shall not pass 
within th.e .'limits or the street inter- 
section in which such street corner is 
located at a rate of speed exceeding 
six miles an hour, and shall make 
such turn on the sides of the streets 
•here intersecting, which are farthest 
from the street corner turned, and 
before leaving 
any , automobile to 


stand unattended shall stop the en- 
gine of the same. 
' 5. Everyi automobile 
and motor- 


cycle shall be provided with a suit- 
able horn, -whistle or bell; and the 
same shall be sounded before enter- 
ing upon any street intersection, and 
when such automobile. or motorcycle 
is at least three rods therefrom; and 
every driver of an automobile or mo- 
torcycle running upon 
any 
street, 


shall 
give pedestrians, crossing the 


same, priority, in right oE way, and 
slacken the speed of his automobile 
or motorcycle in so far as may be 
necessary to avoid a collision.
